SHIFTS HIGHWAY MATTERS 
TO AUTOMOTIVE DIVISION 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, Nov. 29.—All foreign 
highway matters in which Depart- 
ment of Commerce is interested 
will be handled in the future by 
the automotive division under the 
supervision of H. O. Smith, Secre- 
tary Hoover announced today. 

It was explained that this move 
was found necessary on account of 
the close relationship between the 
problems of the automobile and the 
highway. It is the secretary’s be- 
lief that the matter of highways 
and automobiles is somewhat 
akin to the question of which 
comes first as related to the hen 
and the egg. 

Neither, he believes, is dispensa- 
ble without the other and there- 
fore they should both be fostered 
by the automotive division in the 
quest of foreign trade for Ameri- 
can manufacturers.

SAW a most interesting film the other night, showing the 
activities of the United States Rubber Company on its 
plantations in the island of Sumatra and on the Malay 
Peninsula. Here the corporation has 134,000 acres of tropi- 
eal land under cultivation, with 10,000,000 rubber trees that 
are now producing an average of four pounds of rubber 
yearly. 

Rubber, it was explained, grows best only within ten 
degrees of the Equator, which passes through the heart of 
Sumatra. Certainly, the stand of trees looked to be in prime 
condition and pictures showing the planting of seeds and 
the grafting of buds, taken within a few days of each other, 
were illuminating as to the rapidity of tropical growth. 

The preparation of the trees for tapping to 
secure the latex and the handling of this basic rubber 
material, from tree to tire, were highly interesting. 
They showed how highly organized the company’s 
effort is to secure speed where it is important and to 
throw the safeguards about product and employees 
that make for continued high quality and proper 
working conditions. 

It mhy not be generally known that latex can be kept 
in its fluid condition indefinitely by the addition of a small 
percentage of ammonia. A slight percentage of hydrochloric 
acid or of acetic acid, on the other hand, coagulates it almost 
immediately.

The passing of James Newton Gunn, former president 
of ‘the United States Tire Company, is hoted at New York.

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The Burdensome Gas Tax | 


EW motor vehicle owners realize that at the present | 

time 20 per cent. of the money they pay out for fuel to run 
their cars and trucks represents excise tax levied by the 
state. This is one of the heaviest tax burdens imposed on 
any commodity. Such a proportion of taxation would gen- 
erally be considered justified only by some great economic 
emergency, such as a war. 

Furthermore, there is no indication that the peak of 
motor fuel taxes has been reached. In fact, the whole ten- 
dency is toward increased imposts. In 1926 the average 
gasoline tax for the forty-four states that imposed such a 
levy was 2.677 cents per gallon. In 1927 two more states 
had started to collect a fuel tax and the average for the 
forty-six states was 3.148. 

There is some likelihood that in 1928 the two remain- 
ing states will join the ranks of the gasoline tax collectors 
and that the average for the country will again increase. 

The danger lies in the temptatien to excessive tax- 
ing of the fuel on which automotive vehicles must 
depend to fulfill their function in our national life. 
This tax is easy to collect, brings in a plentiful supply of 
money and carries the superficial appearance of a just 
and logical levy on a class perfectly able to bear it. The 
present proportion of the tax to the total amount spent 
for the commodity, 20 per cent., is the absolute maxi- 
mum that ought to be borne. Nevertheless, unless 
manufacturers, dealers and motor vehicle owners fight, 
and fight hard, the fuel tax is not going to stop at the 
excessive figure it has now reached. It is going even 
further. NOW is the time to fight. It is easier to pre- 
vent further burdens being imposed than it will be to 
have them removed cnce the greedy legislators have 


placed them on our shoulders. 
- THE RECENT Ohio election there was a referendum | 
result of much interest to the automotive fraternity. 
This was the decisive defeat of the Marshall bill, the majority 
against it being more than 400,000 votes. This Marshall | 
bill would have given the croSsroad justice of the peace a 
share in the fines he levied. The vicious condition which 
this would have set up can be readily understood. It would 
have brought back the old days of justice of the peace courts, 
levying fines by postal card and splitting up the proceeds 
with policemen. Such a situation makes justice almost 
impossible, since it gives the enforcing officers a pecuniary 
interest in the fines they levy. The resulting state of mind 
would have amounted to “Fine ’em first and talk about it 
afterwards.” 

This Marshall bil] was sponsored by the Anti-Saloon | 
League, as a means of getting at bootleggers. The National | 
Automobile Dealers’ Association, through its Ohio member- | 
ship, as well as other Ohio motoring organizations, conducted 
a campaign against the bill and are to be congratulated on) 
having awakened the public conscience to such an extent! 
that the overwhelming victory was possible. 

This case proves again how effectively the automotive | 
community can make its wishes respected if only it will | 
unite and FIGHT. Me

Is it possible that they do not| 
know what it means to every busi- 
ness man and working man in this 
country when these percentages are 
so changed that their tonnage 
meaning is one-tenth less, as is true 
this year?

Furthermore, the excise tax adds!

His prospect has a picture in his

. price. When he is platonically | 
sold on the car and you come to! 
figure things down to realities the | 
question comes up in his mind: Why | 
the Federal tax? Is an automobile | 
more of a luxury than a piano or a} 
bedroom suite? And then: Yes, in 
a way it’s a luxury. Well, maybe I} 
had better wait till next spring or | 
summer. 

Multiply the process and its re-| 

sults and figure it out in dollars and | 
cents. Maybe, if somebody would} 
explain to the Washington experts | 
that by insisting on the automobile 
excise tax they lose more than its 
amount in surtaxes, corporate’ and 
personal income taxes, they would | 
wake up.

Lest the writer be accused of 
being theoretical it is stated that 
the giving of service certificates or 
service for a Christmas gift is not 
new. It has been tried with suc- 
cess, particularly in the smaller 
places. The plan is as practical in 
the larger cities, provided, how- 
ever, the car dealer gets in back 
of the plan and uses his sales 
force to sell it. 

SERVICE CERTIFICATES 

The usual method employed is to 
sell Service Certificates. ‘Lhese are 
made out with a face value from 
a few dollars to as many as the 
purchaser desires to buy. The form 
is simple. It indicates to the hold- 

er that this certificate is good for 
so many dollars’ worth of service. 
In other words, the man or woman 
receiving one of these certificates 
for Christmas also gets a nice let- 
ter from the dealer stating that he 
or she has been credited with so 
much money and that any needed 
work will be done promptly. 

Now, these certificates must be 
sold, i. e., givers must be found and 
sold the idea. This involves a sales 
campaign. It should include proper 
advertising of the*plan in the local 
newspapers. And there’s many a 
person to whom making up the list 
of Christmas presents appeals about 
as much as playing with an income 
tax report in so far as the puzzle 
end is concerned. 

The advertising copy should 
carry the message or idea of the 
plan clearly and simply. It should 
be free from any mention of the 
merits, etc., of new or used cars, 
equipment or accessories. It 
should inform the reader that 
here is an opportunity to give dad, 
mother, sister, brother or friend a 
real practical and useful Christ- 
mas present. 

Returns will be obtained from the 
advertising, but it alone cannot be 
depended upen. The customer list 
must be circularized and followed 
up. The qwestion as to whom to 
direct the letter is easily answered.

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Packard Official 
Predicts Greater 
Prosperity in ’28 


Detroit, Nov. 29.—A good winter 
and a season of prosperity next 
spring can confidently be antici- 
pated, in the opinion of R. E. 
Chamberlain, general sales man- 
ager of the Packard Motor Car 
Company. Mr. Chamberlain’s 
conclusions are based on observ- 
ances of general business condi- 
tions in a tour of the country just 
completed. 


“A few localities are not as fav- 
ored as the general average for the 
country,” he said. “Conditions could 
be improved upon in one or two sec- 
tions of the Northwest, where the 
loss of China as a lumber market 
has been felt. They could be great- 
ly improved of course in the flood 
areas of the Mississippi valley. 
However, business is nowhere nearly 
as bad in these sections as it might 
be thought it would be. The flood 
reduced the cotton acreage materi- 
ally, but the crops were above nor- 
mal in the districts not inundated 
and prices have increased greatly. 

“Montana hasn’t been in better 
condition from the standpoint of 

business for years. There is a 

fine feeling there now. Crops 
were wonderful and prices for farm 
products high. The result is that 
Montana people are unusually 
prosperous. Business is unusually 
good in California also. It looks 
as if the people of the Pacific 

Coast were going to be blessed 
with one of the best winters they 

have enjoyed for years. 

‘“For many years the general busi- 
ness situation of the country has 
been fairly well foretold by the iron 
and steel industry. Conditions in 
iron and steel also were indicated 
by ‘the records of unfilled orders. 
The so-called hand-to-mouth buy- 
ing system into which the country 
has now moved securely has changed 
this situation, I believe. For this 
season I do not think there is any 
sienificance to be attached to the 

he iron and steel mills 
working at 100 per cent. 

.f the business now being 
Packard is in any way in- 

what is coming for the 
the automobile industry 
ine steel mills will have to begin 
working overtime in a short while. 

“The total number of automo- 

biles going into the hands of orig- 

inal purchasers has been de- 
creased below normal very ma- 
terially in the last six months. At 
the same time the normal number 
of obsolescent cars has been pass- 
ing into the junk heap. This 
should result in a demand for 
automobiles in the spring which 
cannot be met by the industry, if 
the indications of genera] prosper- 
ity and the statistics of the coun- 
try’s banks are not all wrong. 

With such a demand the auto- 

mobile industry should be even 

more prosperous than usual.” 

Mr. Chamberlain’s trip covered 
practically the whole country. With 
others of the Packard factory, in- 
cluding F. H. McKinney, advertis- 
ing manager; J. A. Gilray, educa- 
tional director, and J. W. Loranger, 
financial expert, he conducted meet- 
ings for Packard distributers and 
dealers in all except the New York 
and Chicago zones. The New York 
and Chicago meetings will be held 
during the national automobile 
shows in each place.
